In a concerted effort to 
help keep deaths down, the

impediments to production 
we have seen in many years. 
The Commerce measure will 
place price controls on 
previously 
uncontrolled 
“new oil” , cut consumption 
by lim iting am ounts of 
gasoline 
produced, 
and 
prohibit power plants from 
burning natural gas as fuel 
These measures, coupled 
with the earlier depletion 
allowance elimination, are a 
tremendous step backwards 
in the attainment of energy 
self-sufficiency. Even before 
these stifling measures were 
passed, the number of an­ 
nual new producing oil wells 
had decreased from 30,000 in 
1956. to 9.500 in 1973, and the 
total 
reserve 
supply 
decreased from a 13.5-years 
supply in 1938, to a 6.7-years 
supply in 1973. Last year’s 


natural gas production was 
at the lowest level since 1969. 


Now, because of the threat 
of drastically 
increased 
taxes and the imposition of 
further 
price 
controls, 
Exxon has announced that 
they must cut drilling and 
exploration expenditures by 
$200 million, and .Gulf has 
announced that they must 
cut back by $500 million. Sun 
Oil has cut drilling by 50 
percent and capital ex­ 
penditures by more than 
one-third. 


If we impose a 5-cent 
gasoline tax, the entire 
amount 
will 
go 
to 
the 
Government. 
If. however* 
we would merely increase 
the price of gas by five cents, 
half of the resulting $5 billion 
would go to the Government 
in tax revenue and the other 


half would 
be 
used 
to 
produce an additional three 
billion barrels or more an­ 
nually. 


After seeing the results of 
government policies similar 
to the measures now being 
advocated by the Liberals in 
Congress, I am more than 
ever convinced that the only 
answer lies in an equitable 
price deregulation. Although 


no one wants to see the price 
of gasoline increased most 
studies 
show 
that 
deregulation would only 
increase price in the long 
run by six cents. This six 
cent increase would enable 
adequate 
reductions
